It is becoming more and more ap- 


parent thai, the English sparrow Is 
one of the wont nuisances of the 
country. It not only devours food 
that should go to poultry and other 
birds, but is the greatest offender In 
carrying San Jose scale, and It drlvea 
off other birds, deslioy their eggs and 
kins their young. 
Prof. H. A. Sur- 


face, State Zoologist of Pennsylvania, 
Harrtsburg, says that he has seen tbe 
English sparrow In the act of com- 
mitting such depredations He relatea 
having seen the English sparrow dnip- 
plng very young and helpless fly 
hatchers from the nest. 


English sparrows are now noting 


around tbe premises, and It la desir- 
able to let them nest In places that 
are readily accessible, and wait until 
their eggs are about ready to baton 
and then destroy tbe nests by 
Ing them and bum ing them, 
to throw them down leaves a 
good nesting material that will 
. 


It easy for the sparrows to gather 
reconstructing the nests In pla 
more difficult to reach.
